THE MORNING GOSSIP 

Today, a lively and Immuculately 
clean police community inhabits the 
theee cell blocks. 

To exchange the morning zossip. 
the police wives don't need to lean 
over. the garden fence or thy back 
verandah — they just whisper 
through the bars, 

The children—ol , which there are 
almost three’ to every family—play 
hide and seek in the cells and run 
up and down the stalrs that connect 
the three storeys of ench cell block. 
Some hang over the third floor 
balcony and drop their home-made 
toys down the. atalr-well onto their 
playmates below.
